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Introduction: 


In the name of Allah, the most compassionate and most merciful: 

Around 1450 years ago, we were blessed with the advent of a man from 
among us who relieved us from the shackles of ignorance and 
misguidance that hod restrained us and our forefathers for centuries. In 
the process, he was fought, injured, betrayed, ridiculed and even forced to 
flee his own home. That did not prevent him, however, from seeking and 
striving for the solvation of humanity and his detractors alike. 

His mercy manifested in a variety of manners, but it is perfectly described 
in the following verse, where Allah praises him saying: 

"O Prophet, indeed We hove sent you os a witness, a bearer of glad 
tidings and a warner; And os one who invites to Allah, by His 
permission, and on illuminating torch." [33:45-46] 

As evident, one of the Prophet's roles was that of a "warner" to the rest of 
mankind: A warner that warned us of the imminent punishment that 
follows the disobedience of Allah. He also warned us of the future trials, 
calamities and events that humanity shall experience in on attempt to 
prepare and protect us from the many hardships that ore to come. 

One of the warnings continuously reiterated by the Prophet is the Hour, 
which is the commencement of the Day of Judgement. The Day of 
Judgement is a topic that is continuously repeated across the Quran due 
to its grove importance. It is a reality that none of us con ever escape: 

Allah, there is no deity besides Him. He shall gather you oil on the 
Day of Resurrection; there is no doubt in that, and whose word con 
be truer than Allah's? [4:87] 
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What makes it even more concerning is the fact that its dote is unknown to 
anyone, even the Prophet himself: 

They ask you, [O Muhammad], about the Hour: when is its 
commencement? Soy: "Its knowledge is only with my Lord. None will 
reveal its time except Him. It lays heavily upon the heavens and the 
earth. It shall only come upon you unexpectedly." They ask you os 
though you ore familiar with it; but soy: "Its knowledge is only with 
Allah, but most people do not know." [7:187] 

Though Allah withholds the dote on which the Hour shall commence, he 
has graciously revealed to us a variety of signs that indicate its proximity. 
These signs serve os continuous reminders to oil of us, reminding us of the 
dangers associated with the Day on which neither wealth nor children will 
be of any benefit to anyone, and only those who come before Allah with a 
pure heart shall be saved. 

Though there ore a multitude of authentic hadiths transmitted bock to the 
Prophet where he is quoted outlining and describing many of the different 
signs of the Hour, it is unfortunate that a plethora of weak and fabricated 
reports on this topic ore being continuously circulated in Muslim circles. 
What mode it even worse was the fact that a popular Sheikh on social 
medio continuously propagated such fabricated reports on his account. 
After o bit of research, I realized that he was copying these forged reports 
from obscure online blogs and social medio accounts and then shoring 
them on his own account in the English language. 

Thus, I hove decided to compile a book that contains the authentic 
reports pertaining to the signs of the Hour. This book spans almost oil 
authentic reports on the topic; thus it shall be of benefit - inshAllah - to a 
vast array of people. 
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In conclusion, any good you find in this book is from Allah, and any 
shortcoming in it is from myself.

If 
you see a slave-woman give birth to her female master, then that is one 
of its signs; and if you see the bare-foot naked, deaf and mute become 
the rulers of the earth, then that is one of its signs; and if you see the 
herders of livestock elongate their buildings, then that is from its signs. 
[The Hour] is one of 5 things from the unseen only known by Allah." 
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Then, he recited [the verse]: "Verily, with Allah is the knowledge of the 
Hour; and it is He who sends down the roin and knows that which is in 
the wombs; and no person knows whatsoever he shall earn in the near 
future, nor does a person knows in what land he shall die. Verily Allah is 
Knowing, Aware." 

The man then stood up, and the Messenger of Allah said: "Bring him 
bock." 

They searched for him, but they were not able to find him. 

The Messenger of Allah thus said: “This is Jibril, he wonted you to be 
taught since you didn't ask any questions."

The Prophet said: “By Allah, I hove not assembled you to exhort or 
worn you; rather, I hove assembled you because Tamim Al-Dori was a 
Christian who embraced Islam. He come, pledged his allegiance and 
embraced Islam; then, he told me something which is in accordance 
to what I've informed you about the Dojjot. 

He told me that he hod soiled a ship along with 30 other men from 
the tribes of Lakhm and Judhaam, and the waves hod tossed them 
for o month until they were eventually near on on island during 
sunset. They sot in a small boot and then soiled to the island. There, 
they encountered a beast with long and thick hair such that they 
were not able to distinguish its anterior from its posterior.

He said: "Indeed, it would be better for them to obey him; and I shall 
tell inform you about myself: I am Al-Moseeh. Soon, I shall be allowed 
to leave and room the lands, and I shall not leave a village on earth 
except that I shall enter it within 40 days; except Mecca & Taybah, for 
I am prohibited from entering them.

Then, the Messenger of Allah(X4£) struck the pulpit with the end of 
his staff, and he exclaimed: "This is Taybah! This is Taybah! This is 
Taybah! - meaning Medina - Hove I not informed you of this?" 

The congregants said: “Yes" 

The Prophet said: “I loved that this account of Tamim AL-Dori 
matached whot I hod told you about the Dojjoi and Medina & Mecca. 
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Indeed he is in a sea in al-Sham or AL- Yemen. No! He's actually in the 
East! He's in the East! He's in the East!" 

He then pointed his hands towards the East . 32

the Dojjoi one morning, and he undermined and magnified his status 
till we suspected that he was in the cluster of palm trees [near us]. 


When we approached the palm trees, he recognized that and asked us: 
“What ore you up to?" 

We said: “O Messenger of Allah, you mentioned the Dojjoi this morning, 
and you undermined and magnified his status to the extent that we 
suspected that he was amidst the cluster of palm trees." 

The Prophet said: "I fear other than the Dojjoi for you. If he appears 
while I am among you, then I shall contend with him on your behalf. If he 
appears when I am not with you, then every man shall contend on his 
own behalf, and Allah is my safeguard for every Muslim. He [the Dajjal\ 
is o young man with curly hair; his eye is bulged. It is os though he 
resembles ‘Abdul’Uzza b. Qatan. Whoever encounters him among you, 
then he should recite the opening verses of Surat Al-Kohf. He shall 
emerge from a land between Al-Sham and Al-lraq, and he shall spread 
mischief right and left, so be firm O slaves of Allah!" 

We asked: “O Messenger of Allah, how long is his stay on earth?" 



He said: "40 days. One day is like a year. One day is like a month. One 
day is like a week, and the rest of his days ore like your days." 

We asked: "O Messenger of Allah; on the the day that is like 1 year, is it 
sufficient for us to pray the prayers of one day?" 

He said: "No; you must estimate its time." 

We asked: "O Messenger of Allah, how fast shall he room the land?" 

He said: “Like a cloud that is driven by the wind. He shall approach a 
people and invite them to believe [in him], and they shall submit to him. 
Thus, he shall command the sky, and it shall precipitate; and he shall 
command the land, and it shall grow crops. Their posturing livestock 
shall thus return with humps that ore higher than they hod ever been, 
udders that ore the most filled, and the most stretched sides. 

He shall approach another people and invite them [to believe in him]. 
They shall reject him, and he shall thus leave them in a state of drought 
with none of their wealth in their possession. 

He will pass by a barren land and soy: 'Let out your treasures!’, and its 
treasures shall come forth before him like a swarm of bees. 

He shall then coll a man filled with youth, and he shall then strike him 
with o sword and split him into 2 halves, which shall be placed opart at 
the distance of on archer and his target. He [the Dojjo[\ shall then coll 
him, and the young man shall approach [him] laughing with a glistening 
face. As he is in that state, Allah shall send the Messiah, son of Mary, 
and he shall descend upon the White Minaret east of Damascus. He will 
be wearing two garments, and his hands shall have his hands placed 
on the wings of 2 angels. If he lowers his head, it drips; and if he raises it 
shall drip in beads that resemble pearls in appearance. Every Kafir, at 
the distance of his eyesight, who smells his odor and breath shall die. 
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He shall pursue the Dajjal until he encounters him at the gates of Ludd, 
and he shall then kill him. ‘Isa the son of Mary shall then approach a 
group of people who had been protected, and he shall wipe their faces 
and inform them of their ranks in paradise. As he is in that state, Allah 
shall reveal to him: ‘I have released slaves of mine, which no one would 
be able to fight, so take my slaves safely to Al-Tur.' 

Allah then sends Ya'juj and Ma’juj, and they shall swarm down from 
every slope. The first of them shall pass by the lake of Tiberias and 
drink from it, and the last of them shall pass by it and say: 'it was said 
that there once was water over here.' 

The Prophet of Allah, ‘Isa, and his companions shall be besieged to the 
extent that the head of an ox shall be more dear to them than 100 
Dinars are to you today. ‘Isa and his companions would then pray to 
Allah, and Allah shall then send insects that attack their [Ya'juj and 
Ma'juj's] necks. In the next morning, they all perish at once. The Prophet 
of Allah, ‘Isa, and his companions shall then descend to earth, and they 
do not find a hand's length in the land except that it is filled with their 
putrefaction and stench. The Prophet of Allah, ‘Isa, and his companions 
then pray to Allah, and Allah then sends birds that are as long as camel 
necks, which shall carry them and place them wherever Allah wills. 

Then, Allah shall send rainfall which no house made of clay or wool can 
withstand, and it shall leave the land like a mirror. 

The land is then told: ‘Bring forth your fruit and restore your blessings.’ 
On that day, a group would eat from a pomegranate and seek shelter 
in the shade of its peels. 

The milk shall be blessed to the extent that a young camel would 
provide enough milk to satisfy a large group of people, and a young

cow would provide enough milk to satisfy on entire tribe, and a young 
sheep would provide enough milk to satisfy on entire cion. 

As they ore oil in that state, Allah shall send a pleasant breeze which 
shall grasp the believers by their armpits and take the life of every 
believer and Muslim, and the wicked shall remain [publicly] engaging in 
sexual intercourse like donkeys. Upon them the Hour shall commence."

He had his hands 
placed on the shoulders of a man who was circumambulating the Ka’ba. 


Then, I said: 'who is this?’, and I was told: ‘this is Al-Moseeh Al-Dqjjol ! 35

"I know what the Dajjal shall possess. He will have two flowing rivers: 
one that appears to be clear water to the bare eye, and one that 
appears to be of flaming fire.
